being 1UOO feet above the sea. 
Its 


walls mark a step In architectural 
progress, the stones being cut more 
regularly than In the walls of Tlryns. 
There are three stages In 
Greek 


stone work, the rough hewn, the rec- 
tangular and tho polygononal. 
At 


Mycanae Is found the first piece 'of 
"Known sculpture, the lions carved In 
the stone over the gates of the city. 
The Interior of the city shows evi- 
dences of stucco work and a high 
grade of docaratlve art. 
The spiral 


pattern was popular and the Greeks 
knew the art of Inlaid glass. 


Inside tho gates Dr. 
Schliemann 


found some graves In which were skel- 
etons, heavy with Jewels and smoth- 
ered with gold.

Railway Earnings Larger. 


"Transportation Is now the worst 


feature, and threatens to continue dis- 
turbing. While the grain crops are be- 
ing moved the supply of rolling stock 
and motive power will prove Insuni- 
clent, although every effort Is made at 
the shops, liberal premiums being of- 
fered: for early delivery. 
That the 


railways are well occupied Is evi- 
denced by earnings for the first week 
of October 3.5 per cent larger than last 
year and 10.9 per cent above 1800.
